Motoring in an open car at this time of the 
year often leaves the skin rough and tender. 
The following will be found invaluable in 
such cases :— Take half an ounce of white wax 
and half an ounce of apermaceti dissolved in 
four ounces of sweet almonds. When nearly 
cold beat into it two ounces of rosewate 
When in a soft cream draw off what water

| War on Religion. 
Hitherto the. Bolshevist rulers have paid 


of Western civilisation ; but now, naked 
and unashamed, they have declared them- 
selves hostes humani' generis, We do not 
know to what extent the Soviets new 
campaign of murder is mere lust or it 
the outcome of a deliberate policy. It is 
hard, indeed, to detect any symptom of 
intelligible policy in a declaration of war 
upon the Christian faith. The head of the 
Orthodox Russian Church will be brought 
to trial next week, and the execution of 
Monsignor Butkevitch has furnished the 
Roman Catholic Church with the last of 
a long line of martyrs. These outrages 
have shocked the universal conscience 
and have left Soviet Russia without 4 
friend in the world. Even her Communist 
supporters in Glasgow and London have 
been stricken dumb. This result must 
have been foreseen, and, unless we assume 
that Trotsky and all his colleagues are 
now criminal lunatics, we must find some 
truly desperate motive for their latest 
deeds. It may be found, perhaps, in a 
conviction that their most dangerous foe ts 
now the dawning revival of spiritual faith 
in the great masses of the Russian people. 
That they have brought the body of Russia 
to its last gasp is certain. When we have 
made all allowances for exaggeration, the 
established facts concerning the physical 
state of the Russian proletariat are 
appalling. Hunger and misery have re- 
duced millions of men, women and children 
to the level of brute beasts. 
Yet a resurrection from that level is 
possible. Throughout the centuries the 
Russians have been an intensely spiritual 
people. Their spiritual quality has lain 
hidden for the most part beneath heavy 
layers of superstition and formalism ; and 
of late years it has found its chief outlet 
in the works of the masters of Russian 
fiction, Tyranny hates a free spirit, and 
from the outset Bolshevism attacked the 
Orthodox Church. It persecuted the 
priests and adopted every device to make 
the Russian forget that he, had a soul. 
The campaign has not succeeded. The 
very ferocity: and malignity with which 
it was pursued have defeated the ends 
of Lenin and his atheist commussaries. 
To-day. there are symptoms oi reaction. 
The extremes of misery are driving the 
people back into ‘the arms of faith, and 
the Soviet Government ts beginning to 
learn the truth of Edmund Waller's re- 
mark to an English King—that “a falling 
Church has a trick of rising again.’ A 
spiritual revolt may prove to be the pre 
cursor of a physical revolt. In a month 
or in a year such a wave of passionate 
purpose, mystical and fearless, may sweep 
from Petrograd to the Caucasus as will 
hur] Bolshevism to its doom. It well may 
be that The Soviet rulers are now obsessed 
by this terror, At any rate, they have 
ceased to care what civilisation thinks 
about) them. Religion—all religion—1s 
the enemy that must be crushed at any 
cost, because their power is threatened so 
long as Russia’s soul survives. We may 
hope that the measure of the panic which 
their latest orimes reveal is the measure 
of their present perl. 
The powers of Europe, sprriiual and 
temporal, have protested against the 
Soviets infamies. Jt is certain that in 
some futare time a liberated Russia will 
seek their aid; but they can do hardly 
Bolshevism must fall by

its Governments owe something to the 
conscience of their peoples.

Treasuries will lose an annual sum which 
will amount to 26 per cent. of the Free 
State's imports from Germany. There is 
an aspect of this matter which ought not 
to he overlooked.

i A Great Jurist. 


The British are more backward than 
most people in raising monuments of 
bronze and stone to their great ancestors. 
On Thursday a stone was erected in Exeter 
Cathedral (close to the spot where he is 
reputed to lie buried) in memory of Thomas 
de Bracton, or Bratton, one of the greatest 
as well as one of the earliest of English 
jurists. Manyeminent lawyers were present 
at the unveiling ceremony and appropriate 
speeches were made. Bracton was born in 
the early part of the thirteenth century, 
and thus has waited six hundred years 
for his monument of stone. For the true 
appreciation that posterity displays of his 
greatness we have only to go to the nearest 
Jaw library, where the name of Bracton 
appears between pages one and five in 
virtually every text-book on the shelves. 
He belonged to the day when the great 
lawyers were also great ecclesiastics. 
Having taken his law degree at Oxford, he 
became a Justice of the King's Bench 
itinerant in the Counties of Derby and 
Nottingham, where his name, no doubt, 
was duly execrated by the groundlings 
from whom he exacted the customary fines. 
Afterwards he became Chief Justiciary, 
and it was about this time that he pub- 
lished the five-volume treatise on the “ Law 
and Customs of England,”’ upon which his 
fame resis. It is modelled on the “ In- 
stitutes of Justinian,’ and it has remained 
a standard treatise [or hundreds of years. 
Whatever the Jawyer-ridden public may 
think about the general purposes which 
he strove to foster, none will deny him 
the modest slab by which future visitors to 
Exeter Cathedral will be reminded of his 
greatness.

RUHR EVACUATION NOT 
UNDER CONSIDERATION. 


PARIS, Friday. 

Some importance is attached to an interyiew 
between M. Poincaré and the Comte de Sainte 
Aulaire, the French “Ambassador in London, 
at the Quai d'Orsay this morning, owing to 
the extensive publicity given to the move- 
ments of M. Louchear in England and to the 
“plan” which he is believed, erroneously, to 
‘have elaborated. 

I was informed to-day that M. Loucheur 
has not, even in the remotest way, any 
official mission, and that the problems which 
have been raised in some British newspapers, 
though interesting in themselves and worthy of 
discussion, iorm no part of the French pro- 
gramme. ma 

There can be, I am told, no question of 
evacuation either of the Ruhr or of the Rhine- 
Jand before certain conditions are fulfilled, and 
in so far as the League of Nations is being 
used as a proposed substitute for French oc- 
cupation, such talk is entirely beside the mark. 

As for the abandonment by France of her 
credits on Germany, it is putting the cart 
before the horse to saggest a whittling down 
at the very moment that France is demanding 
her full due from Germeny.—Zhe Times 
Correspondent, per Press Association (Copy- 
right}. 


GERMAN PESSIMISM. 


BERLIN, Friday. 

_ Berlin newspapers are devoting a great deal 
of space to Paris and London telegrams deal- 
ing with M. Loucheur’s visit to British 
Statesmen and the supposed new reparations 
plan, but comment has hitherto been of the 
bi iefest. 

The Noageszeitung confines itself to the 
heading—‘‘ Loucheur’s Impossible Plans,” 
while the Deutsche Allgememe Zeitung merely 
says :—*‘ Loucheur’s plan signifies no pro- 
gress, for the essential condition of peace and 
reconstruction in Eu is not German 
guarantees, but French. To believe that 
Germany can pay yearly a sum of one 
hundred and fifty million pounds sterling, 
one must have very little economic knowledge, 
but plenty of imagination.”’

The italian Government is now considering 
bids from private capital for leasing the 
10,000 miles of State-owned railways. A 
deficit of 1,258,000,000 lire in railway opera- 
tion last year decided the Premier, Signor 
Mussolini, to get rid of this white elephant 
at the first opportunity, and he has offered 
long-term leases on exceptionally easy terms. 
The State-owned railway system comprises 
all the ony al hnes on the peninsula, the 
private lines being mostly narrow gauge. 
The Government is so desperately anxions 
to place the railways under private manage- 
ment that a prospective lessee desiring the 


to prove that he is competent to operate, and 
has sufficient capital to guarantee operating 
expenses. 

If the lessee can make 7 per cent. profit it 
is all his. If he makes between 7 and 10 per 
cent., he splits the surplas with the Govern- 
ment. If makes above 10 per cent. he 
must reduce fares and freights rates. A large 
number of bids have been received in spite of 
the bad financial! record of the lines under 
Government operation, all being from the 
Ktalian capital. 

A private company, the North Milan Rail- 
way, operating suma narrow-gauge lines on 
the North, has already been given a number 
of branch lines north of Milan to operate. 

_ The question of unified operation and con- 
trol of the lines, after they have been divided 
among the various operating companies, is 
still perplexing the Government, but it hopes 
to solve the problem in some way. 

The capital invested in the State-owned 
railways is about seven hundred millions 
sterling, and even the Mussoling Government, 
which is an exceedingly efficient Government, 
has no hopes of earning any interest on this 
investment in the future, even with mach 
more drastic economies. :

LONELY MAN'S 
DEATH. 
GRIM SECRETS OF A 
LOCK-UP SHOP. 


STRANGE DISCOVERIES 


BY LONDON POLICE,

Remarkable revelations oí the life of G. 


discovered on Thursday in a room in a little 
lock-up shop at Railway Approach in Queen's 
road, London, are expested at the inquest, 
which will probably be opened to-day at the 
Lambeth Coroner’s Court. : 

Stevens, who was 56 years of age, is stated 
to have followed the occupation of a plumber. 
He had been dead apparently for about three 
weeks, and neither the police nor his im- 
mediate neighbours had any suspicions of the 
grim secret- hidden behind the locked door. 

When the body was discovered, and the 
police searched the room which Stevens had 
occupied, astonishing discoveries. were made. 
Stevens had hoarded together a remarkable 
quantity of chemicals, together with a num- 
ber of explosive materials, including a new 
kind of bomb apparatus. : 

The room disclosed remarkable secrets. In 
addition to the explosive materials with which 
it was apparent Stevens had been conductin 
experiments, the police found a quantity o 
correspondence and letters, the contents of 
which, it is said, throw light on the strange 
life which he had been leading for a couple 
of years, 

He ie stated to. have been interested in 
Sinn Fein activities, and is believed to. have 
been a member of an extremist organisation. 
which was raided about a year ago. 
police some time ago made inquiries concern- 
ing Stevens, but he had few friends and 
rarely associated with anybody in the neigh- 
bourhood. When he was hot away from the 
shop he devoted all his time to the. develop- 
ment of experiments. 

Special Branch detectives of Scotland Yard 
are now trying to discover whether Stevens 
ever had any visitors. Two acquaintances, 
who have been interrogated by the police,

All the materia] which was seized during 
the police search of Stevens’s house has been 
hawded over for the examination of the 
Coroner, who will have the assistance of Home 
Office experts.

An Irish company was formed vesterday, 
under the title of the Ana-Liffley Power 
Development Co., Ltd:, to supply power for 
industrial and lighting purposes.

Owing to the importance of the event for 
Ireland, the “‘lrish Times” commis- 
sioned Mr, James Cameron, one of the 
best judges of live stock in Great Britain, 
fo inspect the Canadian cattle that have 
Leen landed at Glasgow. Yesterday he 
reported that the animals were not 
“genuine stores.’’ To-day we publish 
his report of the sale. 


, GLASGOW, Friday. 
Those who had been working hard for the 
removal of the embargo on Canadian store 
cattle must have been highly satisfied to-day 
with the results of the first sale under tne 
new order, at Merklands Wharf, Glasgow, 
There was a crowded attendance at the 
sale ring shortly after mid-day, when the 
disposals were due to: start. it was 
chaffingly remarked by some that butchers 
were remarkably numerous as patrons of a 
store stock’s sale. As I indicated in a pre- 
vious telegram, however, the cattle on ofier 
were fat to the extent of a fourth to a third 
of the total, and the remainder were “ short 
keep ” animals; while a moderate proportion 
were fit for putting into the fat market by 
July or early August. : 
There was not a single lame or bruised 
animal in the collection. This is a point 
which Irish breeders, grazers, and dealers 
should think over as a preliminary to reform. 
The stick is used to a disgraceful extent by 
drovers on the Irish roads and at the railway 
stations, with the result that the cattle art 
bruised, and their value falls. It may be 
remarked in the passing that transit arrange- 
ments betweén Ireland and Great Britain 
still leave something fo be desired. 


THE PRICES.

GREATEST BOOM IN HISTORY 
DEVELOPING. 
IRISH TIMES FOREIGN SERVICE:

NEW YORK, Friday. 

Foreseeing that the current industrial boom 
will reach its peak im October. American rail- 
ways are making ready to handle the greatest 
volume of traffic in their history. 

The American Railways Executive Con- 
ference has approved of a pian, costing a 
billion and a half dollars, for new equipment, 
to include 225,000 goods wagons and 4,219 
locomotives. . 

Traffic figures are stastling. During the 
week ending March 24 the number of cars 
loaded was 917,056, whereas in other years 
this total has not been achieved until late in 
the summer. It is estimated that the car- 
loadings during each week in October will 
exceed one million, and that it will 
tax the railroads to the utmost and call for 
all possible co-operation on the part of the 
general public. An “early shipping ” cam- 
paign-is to be launched to avori congestion 
in the Fall. 

The railways are not alone in sounding the 
revival note. The Seoretary of the United 
States Treasury has issued a statement to 
the effect that i wot is soundly expanding, 
and that there is a real demand for com- 
modities without any signs of over-stocking 
or of speculation. He says that the steel 
mills in the Pittsburg area are running to

The alleged in: rfminating evidenea includes 
the Patriarch Tikhon’s *“ appeals to the 
clergy, prescribing resistance to the gequestra- 
tion decree, praying for the victory ef the 
White Guards; maintaining counter-revalu- 
tionary relations with clergy living in territory 
occupied by the Whites, and with having rela- 
tions with Karlowitz convocations.”’

Reports of unrest spreading among the 
peasants in various parts of Russia, esperially 
in the Ukraine, appear in the Baltic Press 
The unrest is said to be the resnlt of indizna- 
tion at the prosecution of the Patriareb 
Tikhon.

CHARGE AGAINST ‘ARMY 


- OFFICER, 


Before Mr. Lupton, K.C., in the Dublin 
‘Police Court yesterday, Lieutenant Frank 
perry of the National Army, was charged 
with the shooting of William Johnson, a mem- 
ber of the Civil Defence Force, in. 
Royal, Dublin, on the night of March 27. 

Mr. John O'Byrne, Barrister-at-Law, pro- 
secuted for the authorities, and Mr. Noyk, 
solicitor, defended. 

Dr. Michael Moloney, house surgeon, Jervis 
street Hospital, stated that William Johnson 
was admitted to the haspital at about 10.45 
p.m. on March 27th, when life was found to 
be extinct. A bullet (produced), which 
entered the body between the fourth and 
fifth*ribs, passed through the heart and lung 
and lodged in the liver. Death was 
by shock ‘and rhage. 

PROVOST-MARSHAL’S RVIDENCE. 

Provost-Marshal Commandant Michael 
Duffy, Portobello, gave evidence to the effect 
that on the night in question, while he was 
in the Winter Gardens of the Theatre Royal, 
he received a message from the Deputy 
vost-Marshal, as a résult of which he went to 
the parterre bar of the thestre. here he 
found Lieutenant Frank Teeling in company 
with three officers—two in civilian attire, and 
one wearing uniform. There were three or 
four other persons in the bar in civilian 
clothes. While the witness was talking to 
him, Lieutenant Teeling moved away towards 
the end of the bar, where the other men were 
standing. The witness beard him say, “I'm 
not going to take them," or words Nag 
effect. He saw a paper bag in the ha of 
one of the men. and the accused struck it 
ont of his hand. The witness lifted the 
bag, restored it to its owner, and apologi 
for the Lieutenant. He said to the accused— 
“Frank, you should not do that.”’ 
thereupon walked back to his seat. 

When the man recovered the bag, he flung 
it to the ground, and made a move towards 
feeling. The witness felt a hand coming 
by his left side and snatching something out 
or the man’s hand. A shot was fired, and 
the man staggered back. The witness tarued 
round, saw a gun in the hand of the accused, 
and took it from him. He then pliced him 
under arrest. e revolver contained four 
live and two empty cartridges, and hed the 
appearance of having been recently fired. The 
bailet produced by the doctor was of the 
same type as the bullets found in the revolver 
—.45.

When the bag was picked up the 
Wilhess saw that it contained tomatoes. When 
Johnzen received the bag from the Provoat- 
Marshal he flung it down and rushed towards 
Teehing. He drew a gun from his pocket. The 
witness made a rush at the man, and took 
the revolver from him. White doing so he 
heard a shot, and the man staggered.

Our Castlebar Correspondent writes :— 
After levying a rAte oí ós. in the £, in accord- 
ance with the instruction, or rather recom- 
mendations, of the Housing Department, 
having purchased suitable sites, and having 
plans and specifications prepared and ap- 
proved by the Department, and having also 
go tenders for the building of ten houses 
at £750 per house, great astonishment was 
caused at the fortnightly meeting of the 
Urban District Council by a letter from the 
Ministry for Local Government. It stated: 
“That, having regard to the great delay 
which has occurred with respect to the scheme, 
and to the fact that other local authorities 
have assumed mofe definite form, involving 
the wiping out of the surplus previously 
anticipated, it is not now practicable to ap- 
"men ig the Ministry oí Finance with a view 
to the allocation oí a larger grant to Castle- 
bar than that notified in March, 1922—viz.,. 
£2,240, which, with the appropriate local con- 
tribution, makes the sum available under the 
circular of the 16th March, 1922, £35,360. The 
Council, in view of the rate struck, should be 
able to add from the rates a sum with which 
the sum of £5,360 would enable them to pro- 
vide five houses, subject to an all-in maxi- 
mum of £750 a house. It is presumed that 
the Council stipulated, when advertising for 
tenders, as directed in the compass para- 

aph of the Department's letter of the 28th 
Rerenher last, for a reduction in the number 
of houses. The Minister would, accordingly, 
be glad to be furnished with a revised esti- 
mate to enable him to consider the pro- 
priety of sanctioning the requisite toan.”’ 

The Chairman (Dr. A. MacBride) said that 
the matter was very serious, in view of the 
fact that «they were promised ten houses 
when the architect, Clerk, and himeelf visited 
the Ministry twelve months ago, accompanied 
by Mr. McGrath, Inspector. All through 
they proceeded on the basis that they were: 
going to build ten houses, and the Department 
knew that they had lost no time. 

Mr, A. C. Larminie—That is what I take 
exception to. I understood that we were very 
high up in the list. 

The Chairman—We were fourth and were 
complimented on the fact. 

Mr. Dixon (architect)—Our plane for the ten 
houses were approved and we have secured 
the plots. Any lesser number of houses will 
increase the cost. 

, d. Collins said that when he called 
on the secretary of the Housing Department 
Jast April he was assured that they would get . 
the ten cottages, and seeing that Westport 
had not promoted a scheme, they were more 
entitled to the extra grant than rich Councils 
in either Leinster or Munster. ‘

through on the assumption that we were 
allowed what they promi us. 

Mr. Hoban said that the correspondence 
should convince the department: that they had 
treated the Council most unfairly.

rity, with a neutral chairman selected from 
outside. 

“That, pending the preparation of a new 
code of rules for the guidance of inspectors, 
we cal] upon the Chief Executive Officer to 
struct the inspectors to write the report of 
the annual inspection in the school on the 
day of such inspection, and to leave a dupli- 
cate copy with the teacher.”

attenders, They were not stupid or duil, 
but bright, indelligent lads, and this was the 
first evil result of wasted opportunities, What 
war wanted was to save children from such 
bitter “grow and in this work they 
hoped to supported by all true patriots 
and reformers, by parents, and clergymen. 

It they conld have regularity oí attend. 
ance of the 90 per cent., it would bring into 
the schools from 130,000 to 140,000 children 
every day. It was true that they had not 
accommodation for such an increase in attend- 
ance, and, in addition, there were many 
schools which, for educational purposes, were 
worse than useless. Such schools demoralised 
both children and teachers.

JURY CONDEMNS USH 
OF ARMS 


————— 


DURINGNINTEBROGATION, 


An inquest was held at Clonmel Military 
Barracks on Thursday on Jerome Lyons, aged 
23, who was shot dead in Kickham Barracks 
the previous day. He was a native of New 
Chapel, near Clonmel ; was a grocer’s assistant, 
and left the town on the evacuation of 
Clonmel. He was captured recently with 
other men at a danee near Fethard, and, 
according to the evidence at the inquest, 
was being interrogated by an officer at the 
barrack when he grabbed at the officer's re- 
volver and was pulling it away when it went 
off. The bullet lodged in his forehead and 


he d dead 
The inquest was conducted by Coroner 


C 

The Command legal officer represented the 
mili authorities, and Mr. Reilly the 
next-of-kin. : 

A military officer identified the remains of 
Lyons, who was arrested on March 17. Witness 
said that some days later he was detailed to 
interrogate him on certain matters, which was 
usual in cases of political prisoners. Lyons 
was asked if he knew anything about the 
death of Sergeant McGrath, who was found 
siftot dead at Clorihan, on whose remains an 
inquest was held. He admitted that he was 
Adjutent of the Irregular Battalion Area in 
which the death of McGrath took place. 
Lyons declined to answer farther questions. 

A second military witness stated that on 
April 3 he was interrogating Lyons in refer- 
ence to the death of Sergeant McGrath. 
Lyons, in reply to questions, made several 
statements, a then refused to answer any 
more. He was truculent in his refusal to 
answer, and witness handed him over to 
another officer to complete the investigation. 

A juror said that they should know what 
statements were made by the deceased. 

Witness said that he gave names and 
addresses, but witness was not at liberty to 
give them. | 

A third military witness said that he was 
detailed to question Lyons after the last wit- 
nest, and did so. There was no other pri- 
soher present. ned, as usual, 
on such occasions . He had his revolver in 
his hand. He asked Lyons why he did not 
answer questions put by the last witness. 
Lyons assumed a savage attitude towards wit- 
nes. He was about a yard away from wit- 
ness, and said he would be damned if he 
would answer any further questions. He 
then grabbed at witness’s revolver, and pulled 
it towards him. Witness’s finger was on 
the trigger. Witness, of course, held his 
gun, and a shot went off. Lyons fell for- 
ward on his face. A priest and a doctor were 
sent for immediately. Witness demonstrated 
with a revolver how the shooting took place. 

Mr. O'Reilly asked what was the necessity 
for holding a revolver drawn towards the 
prisoner. | 

Witness said that it was usual, as he was 
acting as guard and interrogator. Witness 
added that it was he who had asked for the 
inquest, instead of a military inquiry. 


It 


was usual to be armed when interrogating 

a prisoner. Prisoners, even if inclined t 

give information, would not give it in the 

resence of a number of soldiers. One man 
to act as interrogator and . 

A fourth miltary witness, who was present 
during the interrogation of the prisoner, and 
was taking notes, stated that he noticed 
Lyons was getting “ratty,” and while wit- 
ness was engaged writing he heard the noise 
of a scuffle, and, looking up, heard a shot, 
and saw Lyons fall. e scuffle and fall 
eccurred in & few : : 

The . medical evidence by the military 
doctor and Dr. O’Brien (who attended on be- 
half of the next-of-kin) was to the effect that 
there was a bullet wound in the forehead, 
but no exit wound. There were slight 
abrasions on the forehead and nose, caused 
when Lyons fell on the rough ground. 

Mr. O'Reilly and the Command legal officer 
having addressed the Court, | 

The jury, after a consultation of an hour- 
and-a-half, returned the following verdict :'— 

“ Death was dite to laceration of the brain, 
caused by a revolver builet from a revolver of 
an interrogating officer, which, according to 
the evidence, was actidentally discharged ; and 
the jury «strongly condemn the system of 
presenting arms at prisoners during interroga- 
tion. 

The jury expressed sympathy with the reia- 
tives, and it was joined in by the Coroner. 

The remains of Jerome Lyons were handed 
over to his relatives. There was a large at- 
tendance at the foneral.

TO BE TOWED FROM CLYDE TO 
THAMES. 


Mesers. Hariand and Wolff, Ltd., launched 
yesterday from their Govan Shipyard a fioat- 
ing dry dock, which it is intended to tow to 
the Thames for the firm’s use there in connec- 
tien with the ambitious ship-repairing under- 
taking which they have recently established 
in .

The Opening,

Probably, as long as we can get the inlays 
to stay fixed in the wood we shall be saíe, 
for immediately we can get to less cramped 
quarters work will become comparatively easy. 
As to what chemical! treatment will be used, 
nothing is yet definitely fixed; but Mr. Carter, 
with the aid of Mr. Lucas, is constantly think- 
ing of the matter, trying to decide what will 
be the best means of solving this perplexing 
problem. 

Of course, it is absolutely necessary to re- 
move the outer canopy, for nothing could be 
taken out of the inner chamber until this has 
been effected. No doubt, however, we shall 
board up the entrance to the inner store 
chamber to prevent dust getting there, and 
gradualiy remove all the canopies. The small 
one (or ones) will, because of its (or their) 
lesser size, be probably easier to handle; but 
in a case of this sort it is generally the un- 
expected that happens, and it is quite pos- 
sible that some unforeseen difficulty may 
arise to retard the work. The inner 
store chamber will be easier to tackle, 
for I think that the objects are in better 
condition. The sails and rigging of the boats, 
although without doubt exceedingly fragile, 
are still where they ought to be, and appear 
as if they could be preserved. I rather donbt 
if thie would have been the case had they 
been in the outer chamber. Although some 
of the ivory inlays seem to have sprung, yet 
the boxes seem generally to be in a far more 
solid condition than those found elsewhere. 

It is difficult to assert (for I have not 
touched it), but I certainly think that what 
is, perhaps, the most wonderful object that 
we hive so far seen in this tomb—ihe canopic 
chest—looks almost fiercely solid.

Thus it will be seen that 1 anticipate less 
trouble in this chamber. than with the objects 
we have handled so far. As regards the 
sarcophagus, which one hopes to find intact 
together with the body of the King, that I 
very much hope—and I can say I almost feel 
sure—will be allowed to remain where it was 
placed so many, many centuries ago. There 
are quantities of sarcophagi and hosts of 
King’s mummies in the Cairo Museum, and 
I cannot really believe that any Government 
can wish to add to their number. 

When Napoleon's coffin was opened at St. 
Helena, prior to his being carried to the 
Invalides, drawings were made of his face, 
which was in a perfect state of preservation. 
Unfortunately, I do not think that any great 
artist was present at the ceremony of the 
exhumation at St. Helena, for there is 
nothing, as far as I know, in the shape of a 
drawing or picture by any famous artist. At 
the present moment we, at al] events, possess 
photography ; and the lens, properly worked, 
as a a, faithfully reproduces what it is 
asked to accomplish. 

‘Thus, when we open the sarcophagus we 
may be able to give to the world the true 
rtrait of the King. This will surely be 

ter than placing him in a glass case in a 

museum. It may also be possible to make a 
wax copy of his features, To my mind 
mummies, at the best, are unpleasant objects 
to look upon. As long as science is satisfied 
with regard to the King’s age and one or two 
other details, I think we should be content 
to let King Tutankhamen remain in lis 
rid AA 1" in the place he has occupied for 
the last 5,250 years. 
1 ‘Wifi regard to the third stage, here we 
have, indeed, a difficult question to solve. 
The room or annexe is so packed with objects 
that it is hard to say what there is or what 
there is not. There are some dozens of boxes 
and baskets, all of which will have to be 
opened ; and if the contents at all com> up to 
what has been found in those from the first 
chamber, the work will be stupendous. I 
rather doubt if the preservation in this 
portion of the tomb is as good as in the store 
chamber. 


The Third Stage. 


The store chamber is deeper and farther 
in; and, the way leading to the mortuary 
chamber having been sealed, it would seem 
quite likely that things in it will have felt the 
ravages of time less than objects in the 
annexe, where a hole had been made in the 
sealings, and the damp air that penetrated to 
the outer chamber must have been able to flow 
into the annexe with the greatest ease. This 
chamber appears to be and is smaller than 
the first or outer chamber, but I should not 
be surprised to see more objects come out of it 
than out of the first. It is so crowded with 
things that it would be quite impossible to 
move: at ail in the room, and some sort of 
arrangement will have to be made to lift the 
first objects out without setting foot within. 

I have, I hope, made it clear what a task 
lies before us, and how very important it is 
not to be unduly disturbed. Should the ex- 
periences of the present season be repeated, it 
18 impossible to say when the work can be 
completed. It should also be remembered 
that, even with the absolute and final clearing 
of the tomb, the work will be by no means 
finished, Endless study and research will 
still be required worthily to present the 
artistic and historical facts that have been 
obtained by so much hard work—work 
willingly given, it is true, but which will come 
to nought unless the operators are allowed to 
work in peace and without interference.

I am 
weary of the arguments that reiterate Shakes- 
peare and Sappho. The arguers keep saying, 
on the one side, that Shakespeare was not a 
woman, and, on the other, that Sappho was.

HE average lover of literature, if asked to 

| mention the great literary names - of 
the Victorian era, would probably head 

his list with Tennyson and the Brownings, 
followed by Arnold, the Rosettis, and some 
less celebrities. The one name likely to be 
omitted would be that of Swinburne, who, 
however, beyond al] doubt, can claim a place 
among the very greatest literary artiste of his 
time. It :s an unfortunate fact that the pre- 
sent century scarcely recognised what a great 
1 man it had lost when Algernon Charles Swin- 
burne died on the 10th April, 1909; yet, this 
apparent neglect is easily explainable. It is 
better, perhaps, to give a brief account of 
the poet’s life before venturing to appraise 
or decry his achievements. 
He-was born in London on the Sth April, 
1857, the eldest son of Admiral Swinburne; 
was educated at Eton and Oxford, and in 
1860 went to London, where his literary 
career proper began. In 1865 he electrified 
the reading public by the publication of 
‘* Atalanta in Calydon,’’ a choral drama on 
thé Greek model. It is not too much to say 
that the astonishing harmonies of those verses 
were as rich and gorgeous when ¢ompared 
with hitherto existing poetry as if painting 
had suddenly been invented to replace outline 


drawing. The intense literary vogue 
created by the ‘ Atalanta ” was in- 
creased by the succeeding volumes 
of poems and ballads. Later came 


“ Songs before Sunrise,” which fully confirmed 
confirmed the promise of the previous work. 
It is in this volume that the poet tempered his 
early impetuosity intosuch a unity of clarified 
thought and gloriously humorous,yet restrained 
verse, as has seldom been equalled. '' Songs 
of Two Nations,’ and other volumes followed 
later. In 1879 Swinburne retired to Putney, 
where, under the care of Theodore Watts- 
Dunton, he spent the last thirty years of his 
life in somewhat tedious literary production. 


His Appearance. 


The poet's appearance was of the strangest. 
He was very small and delicately built, but 
on his narrow sloping shoulders was supported 
an immense head, crowned with an equally 
immense aureole of fiery red hair. His move- 
ments were very eccentric; when aroused he 
danced, fluttered his hands, and tripped aloag 
with a kind of elvish sprightlineas. One otf 
his contemporaries tells how he once read 
a composition while hopping “like a great 
cockatoo with a fiery crest’ from the floor 
on to the sofa and back again. Strange to 
say, he took great pains to avoid all appear- 
ance of oddity, and was always fashionably 
dressed. 

This strange exterior held a mind equally 
strange. Swinburne was a brilliant but 
erratic Greek scholar, and had an unrivalled 
acquaintance with the literatures of France 
and Italy. He showed himself quite capeble 
of mastering the difficulties of historical re- 
search, which has often proved a pitfall for 
the unwary poet. When Ruskin was once 
requested to remonstrate with him over a 
certain publication, the great art critic said 
that he would certainly not advise one who 
was so much his superior in learning. 

With these gifts of genius, Swinburne had. 
unfortunately, a fiery and uncontrollable 
spirit- His loves and hates were all in the 
superlative. The salient feature of his men- 
tality, apart from an intense love of litera- 
ture, was his Republicanism. He hated 
royalty with all the bitterness of which he 
was capable, and never ceased to show his 
detestation in an unmistakable maniier. 
Curicusly enough. and with strange iheon- 
sistency, he made an exception of Queen 
Victoria; possibly tecause his love of Eng- 
land was stronger than his Republicanism. 
An amusing story is told how, during his re- 
tirement at Putney, an lrish Fenian emissary 
approached the poet with a request to write 
en ode celebrating the proclamation of the 
Irish Republic. Though Swinburne’s Repub- 
licanism never left him, on this. occasion he 
burst into paroxysms of rage, and bundled 
tire astonished visitor out of the house. 


The Spirit of Revolt. 


Republicanism with Swinburne was not so 
much a creed as an ideal. His mind was 
constantly in revolt against Governments, in- 
stitutions, conventions, and al] the bugbears 
of the fiery poetic spirit, It was this spirit 
of revolt, coupled with & certain paganism 
and Oriental fatalism in his works, which 
brought him into discredit in his own day 
and neglect in ours. Taken altogether, there 
1s nothing so very terrible in his writings 
that they should be banned by the normally- 
minded son. Mr. Edmund Gosse, in his 
‘Life of Swinburne,’’ gives a very good 
idea of the sensation he created in 
mid-Victorian placidity. “British poetry,” 
he says, “had become (1862) a beautiful 
uarded park, in which, over smoothly-shaven 
awns, of se gentle herds of fallow deer were 
grazing, thrushes san 


in 


very discreetly from 
the boughs of ancestral trees, and where there 
was not a single object to be seen or heard 
which could afford the smallest discomfort to 
the feelings of the most refined mid-Victorian 
gentlewoman. Into this quiet park a young 
Bacchtis was now preparing to burst.” To 
tell the truth, the ‘‘ young Bacchus’’ had, 
as he himself said, “a touch of Byronic 
ambition to be thought an eminent and ter- 
rible enemy to the decorous life and respect- 
able fashions of the world.” This merely 
goes to show that the réle of the “ bold, bad 
man ” (irresistible to the literary lion, even 
in our own day) was responsible for some, 
at least, of Swinburrie’s “ devilry.”’ 

Despite his eccentric ideas, Swinburne’s 
name was mentioned in connection with the 
Laureateship, and Oxford offered him an 


honorary degree in 1907. Both honours were 
declined. It is not at all improbable that in 
the present generation be may gain a much 


greater meed of fame than fell to his lot in 
life. In this connection Mrs. Watts-Dunton’s 
book, ‘‘ The Home Life of Swinburne,”’ pub- 
lished in the spring of last year, should do 
much to arouse interest in this wayward 
child of genius. No more appropriate tribute 
has been paid within recent years to Swin- 
burne’s greatness than Hardy’s lyric, 
“A Singer Asleep,” fem which I venture 
to quote one stanza in conclusion :— 

*. » . here, beneath the waking constellations 
Where the waves peal their everlasting strains, 
And their dull subterrene reverbrations 
_— him when storms make mountains of their 

ains— 
Him once their peer in sad improvisatione, 
And deft as wind to cleave their frothy manes— 
4 leave him, while the daylight gleam declines 
pon the capes and chines.” _

T was in the year 1789 that John Magee, 
proprietor of the Dublin Evening Post, 
planned and carried out his great scheme 

of vengeance against his inveterate enemy, 
Chief Justice Clonmel. 
Magee had a considerable influence on the 
public events of his time, and may, says Fitz- 
patrick, be styled the Irish Cobbett of the 
eighteenth century. Though eccentric, he 
was an acute observer, a smart writer, and 
possessed a ready wit. Politically honest and 
outspoken, often to indiscretion, he enjoyed the 
confidence atid love of the popular party in 
Ireland, but was hated and feared by the 
Government, and suffered several long terms 
of imprisonment. Magee’s chief enemies were 
the notorious Higgins, the Sham Squire, whom 
he lampooned without mercy in the Post, and 
his intrmate friend and patron, Chief Justice 
Clonmel, who had forcibly expressed his 
thorough ‘“ detestation of newspapers and 
public assassins of character.” 
In 1785 four fiats, marked with the ex- 
orbitant sum of £7,800, were issued against 
Magee by Lord Clonmel in the King’s Bench 
at the suit of Higgins and others. Magee 
went to prison, and soon we find him appeal- 
ing from his “couch of sickness” in the 
dungeon’s gloom for a fair trial, but this was 
not granted, and he was found guilty. 
“The debt which Magee owed Lord Clon- 
mel,’ says Cloncurry, ‘‘ weighed heavily on 
his conscience, and no sooner had he com- 
pleted his term of imprisonment than he an- 
nounced his intention of clearing off all 
scores.’ 

Finding himself in possession of £14,000, 

Magee settled £10,000 on his family and de- 

clared his intention to spend the balance, 

“with the blessing of God,” on Lord Clonmel. 

Clonmel had a handsome villa near Black- 

rock, which is now known as Temple Hill, 

but was then called “Neptune.” He had 
spent many thousands of pounds laying out 
the pleasure grounds and making improve- 
ments.

Lord Cloncurry, who was present, writes :—

‘ A variety of sports were arranged. There 
was climbing of poles for prizes, running races 
in sacks, grinning through horse-collars, etc., 
until a very dense crowd had collected in the 
late afternoon, when the grand event of the 
day was produced. 

“A number of active pigs, with their tails 
shaved and soaped, were let loose, and it was 
announced that each pig was to become the 
property of anyone who could catch and hold 
it by the slippery member. A scene impos- 
sible to describe immediately took place. The 
pigs, frightened and hemmed in by the crowd 
in all other directions, rushed through the hedge 
which then separated the grounds of Temple 
Hill from the open fields; forthwith all their 
pursuers followed in a y, and continuing 
their chase over the shrubberies and parterres 
soon avenged John Magee upon the noble 
ówner. 

Barrington adds that asses dressed up with 
wigs and scarlet robes and dancing dogs in 
gowns and wigs were also introduced. 

Lord Clonmel was qufetly rusticating in his 
villa when Magee’s iriends, intent on their 
Olympic Pig Hunt, broke through his grounds. 
In alarm he rang the bellsand ordered his

Act suspended. His appeal was heard. 
Magee was dragged from his home by a 
number of police and consigned to Newgate

| DUBLIN'S PETS. 
| Ducks in the Green. 
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(BY ST. J. W.) 
1. Stephen's Green, in the centre of the 
S residential side of Dublin, is one of the 
best kept and most interesting parks of 
its size in the British Isles. Yet it is a real 
people's park, as anyone can realise for them- 
selves by taking a walk through its grounds at 
dinner-hour or a stroll round the playground 
on any morning of the year. But the reall 
crowded and best-loved walks are those whi 
skirt the fine sheet of water which winds its 
way round the wooded island and under the 
high arched bridge into the second lake. 

The water. is, of course, artificial, and 
brought through pipes to the rocks which 
form the waterfall at the head of the lake. 
When we consider that the Green was made 
only shortly before 1880, when landscape 
gardening in the naturalistic manner was only 
in its infancy, the artificial sub-structure is 
wonderfully well camouflaged. If the water- 
fall was to be built over again now we might 
perhaps manage the falls and recesses better, 
and the gardener’s heart beats with excitement 
as he thinks of the primula beds that might 
be devised on sloping banks where the merest 
mist of spray would give them their well-loved 
atmosphere. What masses of ruddy gold and 
scarlet mimulus might hang from the grev 
rocks, flanked by beds of purple and gold 
irises ! 

But do not imagine that these are carping 
criticisms. It is the happy way of @e garden 
lover to be eternally turning over new schemes 
of possible beauty that might evolve if he did 
this instead of that. Indeed, many a gardener 
knows that it is to the possibilities—those rosy 
dreams—rather than to the actualities of his 
garden that he owes half his pleasare. 


Care of the Birds. 


it is not the bright and well-filled flowe: 
borders that the Dubliner loves best in his 
playground. The many beautiful water-fow! 
that are so tame that they will share his 
lunch with grateful peckings have found their 
way into the warmest corner of his heart. 
When men were being shot in the streets and 
homes were burning in Easter Week of 1916 
the public remembered the imprisoned birds, 
and many letters found their way into the 
daily Press asking anxiously if anyone hed 
thought of feeding the ducks im the Green. 

Before the war there was a splendid collec- 
tioh of difierent varieties of water-birds, and, 
though the species are now sadly dimimshed, 
there is still a very representative collection. 
The Royal birds are the two varieties of 
awans—the mute swan, which is a native, 
and the black-mecked swan from Chili; a 
beautiful and stately bird it is, with its glow- 
ing. red beak and clear black and white 
plumage. | 

Next in importance come the geese, with a 
fine specimen of the Egyptian goose, a bird 
with a lineage older than Tutankhamen, and 
whose image was carved thousands of years 
ago on the walls of temples as an emblem of 
parental affection. Nevertheless, you will find 
he does not despise a soggy piece of penny 
bun. Next come floating by the pretty little 
barnacle geese in their grey coats, with small 
white faces and black necks. They are visitors 
to our Northern shores and the Hebrides im 
winter time, but nest in Greenland and 
Spitzbergen. We regret to say that the parent 
of these particular ones must have perpetrated 
a mesalliance, for they are not quite true to 
type, being probably a mixtore between the 
barnacle and the brent, which is another smal! 
goose of the same type. 


Wild Duck. 


The ordinary wild duck are in greatly pre- 
ponderating numbers, and, notwitheianding 
their name, are, perhaps, the tamest of ail the 
birds. They nest about the banks in. great 


hundred little ones were hatched ovt. But, 
alas! for “the times we live in!” Here we 
find them butting in again, and this time they 
are responsible for the dearth of tiny duck!- 
ings on the pond. In the old days of ago 
when we shot birds instead of men the park 
keeper used to come very early im the morning 
in springtime and shoot the mayauding herring 
gulls that come in from the coast. 

This season and last not a shot could be 
fired to scare away these avian thieves. Con- 
sequently not a single duckling survived last 
year from all the nests that were built. For 
thirty-eight years ducks and flappers have 
been tended by Mr. Clarke, one of the long. 
service officials of the Green, and his eyes are 
sad as he tSWs of the depravity wf these fierce 

ulls, which he has no means of scaring away. 

ut he brightens up considerably as he tells 
of one clutch carefully hidden this year, and 
successfully hatched out a few days ago. 
The handsomest of all the ducks is the 
common sheldrake and his wife, beautiful in 


chestnut, black, white, and green, and 
running them close for honours is 
their relative, the ruddy shel- 


drake, all chestnut but for a blackish tail and 
wingtips. The pretty little pochard, with his 
chestnut head and black breast, is plentifal; 
but the widgeon, which we might expect to 
find, is lacking, though the foreign Chile 
widgeon represents the family. 

The red-crested pochard is there, with his 
red beak and his head feathers standing 
rather on end, giving him a fluffy and inno- 
cent expression quite becoming to so pretty 
and attractive a little bird. The shoveller, 
a very handsome duck with bright green head 
and white and chestnut under parts, can 
readily be distinguished by the curious flat 
shovel-like beak from which he gets bis name. 


Hard Times. 


The Board of Works had meant to add to 
the stock of varieties this season, but, like the 
rest of us, the ducks must wait for better 
times In old days a great business was done 
in exchanging and selling birds to owners of 
private lakes, who wished to stock them with 
rare birds‘and hoped to naturalise them. 
Many of the most popular species in the 
Green have died out of late years. If the 
Board could add a few more varieties to the 
waters it would.greatly increase the interest of 
the lake for bird lovers. If the members 
would come en masee any day at dinner-hour 
and watch the many very poor old men and 
women that daily save a few crumbs from a 
scanty meal for their friends, the ducks, their 
hearts might be moved soon to that end, 


WHEN PLANTS 
REVOLT. - 


(BY A TEACHER OP HORTICULTURE.) 
A DEEP mystery is connected with what 


is known «as the sensitiveness of 
plants. Many shut up their flowers 
closely at the merest touch; while the so- 
called “ Sensitive Plant ’’—surely the most 
easily offended of all growing things—folds 
its leaves and turns away at even the breath 
of a mortal. 
There are other plants that seem to con- 
sider a gloomy sky as “the most unkindest cut 
of all,” remaining obstinately closed unti! the 
sun begins to get busy, when the first bright 
beam causes them to expand joyfully. A few 
extremely fastidious flowers include the 
scarlet pimpernel, called in some localities 
“ten to two,” from ite habit of selecting a 
few hours out of the entire length of a bright 
summer day, during which time only it will 
condescend to let its charming face be visible. 
But while all plants are senbitive, all are 
not endowed with the power of showing 
their resentment of ill-treatment in such 
marked fashion. The majority are only 
capable of putting out signals of distress that 
are unintelligible except to those who have 
taken the trouble to study their habits and 
requirements, 
It is sad to reflect that these beautiful 
creations often suffer most at the hands of 
those who may love them dearly. but do not 
understand them.

In Italy, in the average first-class—without 
being luxarious—hotel, an urbane manager 
meets you on arrival with anything from 80 to 
90 lire a day (according to the exchange), as 
his inclusive terms—“‘ Just under £1 a day, 
sir,” he adds. Before the war he would have 
been delighted to see you for somewhere about 
15 to 20 lire a day. To secure economy one 
must make careful preliminary inquiry—there 
are reasonable hotels—or else get off the 
beaten track. I was paying at least £1 a day 
in an Italian country hotel. In the course of 
an afternoon’s walk I found, in lovely country 
about three miles away, a delightful, but less 
pretentious and not so well known, establish- 
ment, which offered me excellent accommoda- 
tion at the rate of 9s. per day. 

Each one of us, in his calendar of holidays, 
has golden and barren years. Bright places of 
perfect scenery and weather and a delightful 
hotel to set off against less happy experiences, 
but even if you have been unlucky don’t be 
discouraged. Travel as much as can. 
Nothing so quickly removes the mind from 
the rut of routine or unpleasant associations, 
giving fresh inspiration for the difficulties of 
life. It is extraordinary the effect sometimes 
of even a few days away; you feel as though 
you had been away an eternity; your own 
familiar home is strange ad exceedingly 
pleasant to behold.
